'ON TRIAL FOR HERESY. 


FIRST DAY OF THE FIRST TRIAL OF 
DR. WOODROW. 


The Auguste Presbytery Hearing the Case, to be 
Followed by the Other Presbyteries—Sensa 
tional Proceedings—Tilt Between Dra, 
Adams and Woodrow, Bic., Bte, 


BETHANY, NEAR UNION POINT, August 16. 
—(Special.]—Promptly at 9 a. m., today, Mod- 
erator Brown called the presbytery to order, 
and the trial of Dr. James Woodrow for heresy 
was formally opened. The church was packed 
with an eager and expectant throng, there 
being hardly standing room. ple stood on 
benches, filled up aisles, and crowded around 
the windows. The heat was overpowering. 

A solemn hush fell upon the presbytery and 
audience when the moderator delivered his 
charge, that the court was about to pass to the 
consideration of the case, and enjoined upon 
the members to recollect and regard their high 
character as judges of a court of Jesas Christ, 
and the solemn duty in which they were 
about to engage. Article 186, X V., was next 
read, as follows : 

When a court of first resort proceeds to the trial 
of a cause, the following order shall be observed: 
First. the moderator shall charge the court: sec- 
ond, the indictment shall be read, and the accu- 
ger of the accused . heard: third, 
the witnesses for the prosecution, and 
then those for the . accused shall be 
examined; fourth, the parties shall be heard, first 
the prosecutor and then the accused, and the 
prosecutor shall close; fifth, the roll shall be called 
that the members may express their opinion in the 
cause; sixth, the decision shal] be made and judg- 
ment entered on record. 

THE INDICTMENT READ, 


The indictment was next read by the clerk. 
Dr. Woodrow arose and answered with em- 
phasis: 

“Not guilty to the charge of heresy.” 

Then the greattrial began, All through the 
long hours of the day has it progressed, The 
court and audience are completely fagged ont. 
The testimony ie most voluminous, To giveit 
in detail would filla page of Tue ConsrirTv- 
TION, 

Dr. J. L. Girardeau, of Sonth Caro- 
lina, was the first witness examined. He 
was sworn and proceeded to give the effect 
preduced on his mind by Woodrow’s address 
before the Alumni association. A discussion 
over relevancy of testimony at once arose, Dr. 
Adams contending that the prosecation was 
conducting the case and Dr. Woodrow con- 
tending that the court was. Dr. Woodrow 
announced that he would make no point on 
the relevancy of testimony. Dr. Girardeau 
said he was surprised when he heard Dr. 
Woodrow’'s address, that he felt a pride in it 
as an intellectual achievement. He gathered 
from it that Dr. Woodrow held the doctrine 
of evolution to be true with limita- 
tion, Dr. Girardeau said that the addresses 
hed caused much agitation, The ultimate 
results he could not say. Prior ta this the 


' witness had heard of no minister holding such 


views. Since then he had met one or two at 
synods who leaned that way. Tio witness 
knew of but one commentary which tovk the 
same view as tothe probable truth of evyola- 
tion. The next question 

CREATED A SENSATION, 

Dr. Adams asked Dr, Girardeau: 

“Did you ever hear before that time of 
organic dust?” 

The witness emphatically replied: 

“Never. I should certainly have noticed it; 
I consider it the most extraordinary ¢ombina- 
tion of words I ever heard,” be 

Dr. Woodrow asked: . 

“Did you ever before using it yourself hear 
the term ‘anti-Woodrow?’ ” 

This provoked a sharp croas-firing, the wit- 
ness attempting to explain, first, the use of the 
term in his famous mock telegram. 

Dr, Woodrow declared during the course of 
the investigation, with greatand impressive 
earnestness: 

“I have no objection to every syllable I 
ever uttered since I began to Iisp being made 
known to this court.” 

It was brought out in evidence that Dr. 
Woodrow had declared that through his paper 
he was teaching evolution to four thousand 
constituents. 

The witness declared that the doctrine had 
beeu 

USED FOR INFIDEL PURPOSES, 

It was developed that the resolution which | 
was introduced in the South Carolina synod | 
condemning Dr. Woodrow’s teaching, was 
drawn by Dr. Girardeau, but was not adopted. 

A sharp discussion ensued between Dra. 
Woodrow and Girardean, the former seeking 
to show that the latter had _§at- 
tacked hfm in a secular paper 
before he had announced his 
oppesition in a personal interview. This is 
contradictory to Dr. Girardeau’s statement. 
Both men disclaimed any intention to hurt 
the other’s feelings, and expressed the high- 
est regard for the Christian character of the 
other. Dr. Girardeau’s examination “contin- 
ued till three o’clock, and in the afternoon 
the court moved from the church to the arbor 
on account of the heat. 

DR. ADAMS TESTITIES, 

Dr. Adams sworn, testified that he prepared 
the indictment with the assistance ofan aman: 
uensis. Hecorresponded with several breth- 
ren, and made up the indictment from the 
best authorities. 

Dr. Woodrow asked Dr. Adams who helped 
him. 

Dr, Adams’s replied: 

“The question, sir, is an insult to my abil- 
ity.” 

Dr. Woodrow insisted on Dr. Adams giving 
in detail the authorities on which he based 
the accusation of heresy. 

Dr. Adams answered with some warmth: 

“You will find the answer in my argament.” 

Dr. Woodrow asked 1f the offense could be 
established outside of the Scripture, inter- 
preted by standards? 

Dr, Adams thundered: 

“Go to your book.” 

Dr. Woodrow’s object was to establish rhat 
the standards used by Dr. Adanis were of 
northern and not southern discipline, This 

r. Adams vehemently denied, 

Dr. Woodrow asked for the objectof the 
presecution, 

Dr, Adams 

REGAINED HIS COMPOSURE 
and answered smwilingly: 

“Not to kill you socially or ecclesiastically 
but simply. to admonish you tocease your 
teachings on evolution in any form.” 

The cross firing between the two became 
very keen. Dr. Woodrow endeavored 
to show that Dr. Adams offered to 
dismiss the charges if the former 
would renounce the teaching, and Dr. Adams 
tried to explain what his correspondence with 
Dr. Woodrow on this point really meant. Dr. 
Adams’ Augusta letter to Woodrow was offer- 
ed in evidence. Then followed discussion as 
to the meaning of heresy, Dr. Adams making 
an extended definition. The rest of the tes- 
timony related to the difference between 
teaching error and holding error, and how far 
Dr, Adams would have been justifiable in dis- 
missing the prosecution against one whom he 
_ Dr, Woodrow asked, in conclusion:

THE TECHNOLOGICAL SCHOOL. 


Athens Votes to Issue 835,000 of Bonds to 
Secure It. 


From the Athens Banner-Watchman of Sunday. 

The election yesterday to vote $35,000 in 
bonds to the technical school, provided it be 
located in Athens, was held. lls were 
opened at 9 o’clock at each one of the polling 
precincts in the different wards, and for some 
time the voters came in very slowly. The 
idea had gone forth that it took 652 votes to 
carry the election in favor of bonds, and those 
who had no particular interest in the welfare 
and prosperity of the city concluded that to 
stay away from the polls would defeat the 
issue of bonds. The main trouble was organi- 
zation. Those who were in favor of issuing 
bonds did not know where to work or how to 
work. A few carriages were employed by 
some of our enterprising citizens, who felt 
that the good of the city of Athens demanded 
it. The most of the carriages spent the great- 
er part of their time in the shade, as the mer- 
chants who were quietly resting in the rear 
oftheir stores claimed that they were too 
busy to go tofthe,polls. At 11 o’clock only about 
one bundred yotes had been polled. This did 
not discourage the friends of the Techuolog- 
ical school, and they looked forward to din- 
ner time when every bodyjwould turn ont and 
vote. There was not much of a disposition to 
vote against the issue of bonds, and only 
a few had the nerve to come squarely to the 
front and vote “No Bonds.” At the third 
ward two votes were polled against bonds by 
two prominent citizens. In the first ward 
there was one vote polled by a man who 
had lived in the city all of his life. The 
colored portion of the city said they were 
in favor of the bonds, but the most of them 
were conspicuous in staying. away. It is 
thought by some that the printipal cause of 
their absence was the almighty dollar, which 
is gecerally such-a powerful factor fn elec- 
tions, 

They were talked to by the citizens who 
were interested, and shown the advantages to 
arise from this school, and’ went up and voted 
for bonds without money or price, thus show- 
ing that they only had to be shown what was 
the best interest ofour city, and they would 
stand by us. Too much praise cannot be given 
the colored people for assisting this great en- 
terprise. Latein the evening is was ramored 
on the street that it only took 
a few votes to get the requisite nuom- 
ber, and then the workers went to 
work in earnest, and every nook and corner of 
Athens was searched for men who had not 
voted. Oarriages went through the streets in 
a ron with orders to get back with voters be- 
fore the polls were closed, and the following is 
the result from each ward : 

First ward— For bonds, 230: No bonds, 10. 

Second ward—For bonds, 141: No bonda, 3, 

Third ward—For bonds, 116; No bonda, 4. 

Fowith ward— For bonds, 123; No bonds, 5, 

Total—For bonds, 660; No bonds, 22,

AN ANCIENT VESSEL. 


Discovery ofan Old Wreck Opposite the 
City. 
From the Savannah News. 

The dredge Tomochichi has been at work 
for rome time dredging at the wharf of the Propel- 
ler Towboat Compauy across the river and opposite 
Drayton street, preparatory to driving piles and 
repairipg the wharf. The dredge yesterday struck 
an ancient wreck, .supposed to be that of an old 
warship. There is every evidence that the vessel 
was strongly built. 

The timbers are of oak. Both the planking and 
timbers and the atgr ey part of the frame have 
been brought up by the dredge. The wood is ina 
fine state of preservation, being as sound aS when 
first put into the vessel. The dredge also brought 
up numbers of old bayonets and gun locks, rusted 
aud almost destroyed by age. The ring stopper 
trom the anchor, and the stump of the ve-sel’s fore- 
mast Can be seen at dead low water, aud also the 
stump of the main and mizzen masts. 

The wreck is buried deep in the mud, but how it 
came there isa mystery, From the appearance of 
the stuff brought up trom the wreck itis evi- 
dent that the vessel belonged to the last century. 

It issaid that during the revolutionary war a 
74 gun British ship chased a Spanish war sloop 
into this harbor, and that the crew scuttled the 
slocp to preveat her capture. Butat what part of 
the river she was sunk was never definitely settled. 
At the time she was supposed to have considerable 
money on board, as was usual with Spanish war 
vessels atthattime. About fifty yearsago a Ccom- 
pany was formed in Philadelphia and New York, 
aud partics came out here for the purpose of find- 
ing the wreck and recoverlng the money supposed 
to have bcen sunk with her, but whether ~y ever 
succeeded in finding the wreck or money is not 
known. The wreck is certainly that of an old war 
vessel. Everything about her shows it. The preser- 
ervation of the wood is wonderful.

THE energy and extrterprise of Athens 
Was never more clearly demonstrated than 
in its determination to issue $35,000 in bonds 
to secure the technological school. There 
were but few scattering votes against it in 
the election held last Saturday, and the meas- 
ure receiving more than the necessary two- 
thirds vote of the city, the sett!ement of the 
schoo] in Athens becomes practically a cer- 
tainty. This thirty-five thousand dollars, 
however, will be but a small contribution in 
comparison to the great advantages offered 
by the university, in its magnificent appa- 
ratns, its libraries, its professorslaips, dor- 
mitories, etc., which are necessary to com- 
plete the advantages of the school, and 
which, at any other place, could not be 
duplicated unless at great expense. 


Death in the Ice Box. 

At this season of the year we are tempted 
to make ourselves comfortable without re- 
gard to the consequences. One of our com- 
forts is the ice box, and it is the most dan- 
gerons factor of civilization that we have 
anything to do with. 

Thousands of people during the heated 
term eat meats and fruits and drink milk 
that have been kept on ice. In many in- 
stances they are poisoning themselves. 
Food kept on ice spoils almost before it can 
he carried home and prepared for the table. 


Especially is this true of milk,and most of 


the cates of ice cream poisoning are un- 
doubtedly traceable to milk that has been 
kept for some length of time in ice, 

It is hard to give up the ice box, but it is 
too dangerous to fool with. During the hot 
weather we must eat as little as possible, 
and whenever we are tendered anything 
that has been ‘‘on ice,’’ the safer plan is to 
reject it.

A Strange Quarrel. 

Brief mention has already been mace in 
these columns of the recent fatal shooting at 
Oxford, Miss., of Hon. H. M. Sullivan, sec- 
retary of the board of trustees of the state 
university, by Mr. Howry, professor of law 
in the same institution, 

It appears that the trouble grew out of a 
difference of opinion between the trustees 
and the faculty of the college. The Boston 
Advertiser says: 

Although we have set no precise informetion of 
the immediate ceuse of the murder, the Nation 
contains a letter from Oxford, Miss., dated July 30, 
which reveels some queer proceedings. on the part 
of the trustees, It should be remembered that this 
e & State institction and the most inportant col- 
lege in Mistiesippi. The following account would 
seem to be @ travesty on reasonable management, 
but the murder reported gives it features of grim

dismissed. It appears that two of the dismissed 
professors were Baptists, one a Presbyterian, one 
& Methodist and one an Episcopalian. This being 
& state {nstitution, the several religious denomina- 
tions had to be recognized in making up the facul- 
ty. Straightway the Baptists in the state, 65,000 of 
them of all colors, were in a state of alarm and fia- 
dignation on account of thedischarge of their rep- 
resentati ves, and intimated that they would not 
submit. 

The morning of the 27th of July came, and it was 
found that there were 500 applicants for the five 
places tobe filled, thirty-five of whom were of the 
grounds. The trustees met on a Tuesday,and did not 
adjourn sine die until the afternoon of Thursday, 

The result of the deliberation wasthen anneunced, 
when it appeared that after two days and a half of 
deliberation, the fifteen gentlemen of the board in 
attendance had reinstated the five professors they 
had discharged, with the exception that the Meth 
odist had been promoted to fill a vacancy caused 
by the resignation of the chancellor, and a Presby- 
terian had been selected to fill what had been 
the Methodist’s chair, the latter person being the 
only one of the 500 applicants who got anything 
for his pains. 


The bitterness growing out of this remark- 
able state of affairs finally culminated in the 
killing of Sullivan by Hewry. So popular 
were the two men, and so high was their so- 
cial position, that the tragedy has been han- 
dled very cautiously by the Mississippi 
press, and a special giving an account of 
Sullivan’s funeral stated that the preacher 
in his sermon ‘‘while paying a just tribute 
to the high character of the dead man did 
not forget to speak in fitting terms of the 
eminent virtues of the living.”’ 

Now, it is difficult to see what there was 
in this little college quarrel to justify the 
shedding of human blood; and it is also only 


too apparent that in a commuuity where |. 


such a state of feeling exists as is reported it 
will be exceedingly hard to secure the im- 
partial administration of justice in this case. 
Altogether, there has not been a more de- 
plorable tragedy in the south in many a 
year. 


Cotton Facts. 

The advices received by the Financial 
Chronicle up to Friday night show the total 
receipts for the week to be 6,660 bales against 
7,624 bales the week before, 9,060 bales the 
previous week, and 6,744 bales three weeks 
since, making the total receipts since the 1st 
of September, 1885, 5,314,557 bales agaifst 
4,739,659 bales for the same period of 1884-5 
showing an increase since September 1, 1885, 
of 574,398 bales. 

The total visible supply is 1,293,388 bales, 
a decrease in the cotton in sight of 36,430 
bales compared with the same date of 1885, 
a decrease of 399,422 bales, as compared 
with the corresponding date of 1834, and a 
decrease of 561,754 bales as compared with 
1883. 

At the interior towns the old interior 
stocks have decreased during the week 2,083 
bales and are tonight 24,643 bales more than 
at the same period last year. The receipts 
at the same towns have been 2,763 bales 
more than the same week last year, and 
since September 1, the-receipts at all the 
towns are 741,530 bales more than for the 
same time in 1884-5, 

The weather reports show that rain is 
very much needed over considerable portions 
of Texas and South Carolina. ‘There are 
very favorable reports from portions of Texas, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, Arkansas 
and ‘Tennessee. 


Southern Farm Lands. 

The day of deliverance for the southern 
farmer is near at hand. For twenty years 
the south has been studying a new lesson—- 
the lesson demanded by the changed state of 
affairs, The overthrow of the old labor sys- 
tem of this section, the demoralization and 
wreck which existed at the close of the war, 


the. seductive stories of easy living in the | 


west, caused a great stampede from the south 
to the free homes and fertile lands of the 
unsettled portions of the continent. 

In spite of this steady drain which lasted 
for several years, Georgia has never failed to 
find herself richer with each succeeding 
Christmas. Through two decades we have 
been struggling against great odds, but with 
unvarying success. The books in the comp- 
troller general’s office speak in unmistakable 
words the story of Georgia’s prosperity and 
increasing wealth. No doubt the same 
gratifying results have come to every south- 
ern state. Beyond all question, the south 
has been on rising ground for aseries of 
years.

He 
urges ‘those who have the good of our beautiful 
city to agitate, organize and encourage our manu- 
facturing interest.’’ Iam oneof those who have 
cast my lotin Atlanta, andam confident she will 
continue her onward march, therefore wish to say 
and doalliIcan to forward the glorious cause of 
building a greatand mighty city. To thisend I 
will ask a few questions of Progress, or any other 
man who has the authority to answer and act,forl 
am no theorist, but mean action. If we all justly 
admit that -‘the future of Atlanta’’depeads on her 
manufacturing interests that are nowand are 
hereafter to be established, whythen dowe tax 
all our mannfacturesthe full extent of the law— 
one and one-half per cent—and in addition make 
them pay a license of $25 for the privilege of man- 
ufacturingin the city, giving employment to her 
people, and otherwise in many ways adding to her 

rogress ? If the one and one- 

al r cent and _ license is 
why stillincrease them by demandin 
license of $25 for each of their private dra 
in aelivering their own goods tothe merchants of 
the city. Might you not as well levy alicense on 
a private conyeyanceia which your ily rides or 
tax a man for the privilege of wearing one’s hat on 
the street? But the burden does not stop here. If 
these licenses are not promptly paidafi fa. is Is- 
sued without noticefor warning atan additional 
cost of $1 50, and astonishing as it may appear, this 
fi fa. not only covers the license, but includas and 
collects the fifty cents feeofthe clerk of council 
for a license which he never issues, (ofall the im- 
positions this fs financially the least, but the great- 
est in grab.) This fi fa. frand appliesnot only to 
manufacturers, but all trader, without respect of 
Tersons. 

These burdens and impositions are encouragin 
manufacturing with a vengeance. They can an 
wil) be avoided by moving just outside of the city 
limits or to other cities where they get encourage- 
ment in a practical way. I happen to know of an 
important manufactory that is seriously conusider- 
ing the advisability of blockingup their tactory 
building and rolling it outside of the city limits. 

Another discouraging element to our manufact- 
ures is the much tal of freight discrimination. 
I had intended to omit it, but in orderthat some- 
thing practical mar result I will state that under 
the rules of rail companies of Georgia and the 
Southern Railway and Steamship association, the 
railways may charge one classless upon certain 
kind manuiaciured on their line. This 
privilege is given to the manufactures of other 
cities, but not to Atianta, excert by the old relia- 
ble Geo railroad (voluntarily), and the people 
should know it and give her practical encourage- 


ment. | 

Now, if Progress orany other man in Atlanta 
wants to encourage manufactures, let them not 
only “agitate and organize,” butgoto work and by 


. united efforts relieve onr manufactures of all un 


necessary and burdensome taxes, license, and if 
nothing more, wipe out of existence -the fi. fa. 
fraud and clean out its Petpesrares. Make it to 
the pecuniary interest of factories to locate in the 
city by relieving them of all taxes, license, and 
specially fi. fa parenies. for a term of years.

“Just here I would like to remark,” said 
Mayor Hillyer, as he drepped his fan, ‘‘that 
Baltimore derives an income of $300,000 a 
year from her parks, and I don’t know but 
something of the kind could be done for At- 
lanta.
